as 29, and injuries in the hundreds,

'Woodward, Okla., the largest town 
in the storm's sweep.

homa highhway patrolman advised 
that about one-half of the town 
of 5426 was leveled. 


Twenty persons were reported 


killed at Higgins, Tex., on the 
Oklahoma line and ambulance 
drivers "said the business dis- 
trict there was burning. Ten 
bodies of unidentified victims 
from Higgins and other storm- 
struck communities were taken 
to a funeral home at Shattuck, 
Okla. 
The Shattuck hospital 


received 150 injured persons. 


The village of Glazier, Tex., 


was razed by the storm, which 
swept 
northeastward

Santa Fe railroad line from Ama- 
rillo to Woodward. . Nine bodies of 
persons killed at Glazier were in 
a mortuary here. 
The Canadian 


hospital was filled to overflowing 
with injured.

At Shattuck, Okla., Mrs. Carl Ma-

been labeled the "Snookie Fund." 


Joanne in in her fourth week of 


treatment with the serum, which 
costs $45 an injection, and is 
reported doing well by her physi- 
cian. Dr. Herman F. Kotzen. de- 
spite a recent setback. She is 
in St. Joseph's hospital, Reading.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y, April 9 (IP) 


—The . United 
Nations Security 


council decided today, with Russia 
and Poland abstaining, that the 
British-Albanian minefield dispute 
should be judged by the Interna- 
tional Court of Justice.

WHEN a child has an attack of asthma 


the noisy, difficult breathing, the cough- 
ing and gasping are likely to frighten 
parents ceyond all need. It is, indeed, 
most distressing to watch a child in the 
<rrip of one of these seizures, but the 
seizure usually passes without leaving any 
disastrous consequences. 


Such attacks do not usually come on 


out of a blue sky. There are often some 
preceding symptoms such as those of a 
cold, which mothers may learn to recog- 
nize.

ONSIDER THE CATERPILLAR — Dr. 


Hubert Frings, head of the biology 


department at Gustavus 'Adolphus col- 
lege, has discovered that caterpillars, like 
cats, always land on their feet when they 
fall. 
At least caterpillars of the Bulk- 


weed moth always do. The larva, crawl- 
ingxon the underside of a milkweed leaf, 
usually swings over in a backward half- 
somersault to bring its body from an up- 
side-down position on the underside of 
the leaf into an upright position as it 
releases its hold. Hairs, which act like 
the fins on a tail of a bomb and a low 
center of gravity keep the body upright 
during the fall. Landing upright, or a 
little off center, the caterpillar immediate- 
ly seizes the leaf or twig upon which it 
falls to make either of these a landing; 
on the feet.

1.ONDON. April 9 Wi—Henry A. 


W.tllace declared today that "Woild 
Wai III Ls inevitable'1 unless the 
United State* and Russia reach an 
understanding, and said Europeans 
were watching the two countries 
"petting readv for a death struggle." 


Wallace criticized bitterly Presi- 


dent Truman's 
proposed aid 
to 


Greece and Turkey. He expressed 
fear that a policy of loaning money 
"for the political purpose of stop- 
ping 
Russian 
expansion" 
would 


establish "during toe next three 
months a pattern which if pursued 
might lead to war." 


"People in Europe arc watch- 


ing these two great giants, 
America and Russia, getting 
ready for a death straggle," the 
former 
United 
States 
vice 


' president told a news confer- 


ence of more than 200 corre- 
spondents. 


"We are not going to get any- 


where bj being 
anti-Russian 


—ar.t-i - Communist— The- only 


we shall all get out, of that will be 
eventual war and the loss of our 
own way of life in the process. That

Wallace compared Russia 
and 


* the United States to "two big dogs 


smelling each other." 


"Once two such dogs have fully 


satisiied themselves, they usually 
don't fight." he said. "But right 
now they are still smelling each 
other, fore and aft." 


The former vice president said 


the plan to aid Greece and Turkey 
was closely linked with the return 
of Gen. Charles De Gaulle to the 
French political scene, and had 
stirred to action certain forces" in 
Spam and Argentina. 


"I do not mean I think the 


American ambassador discussed 
the 
situation 
with Gen De 


Gaulle before his recent state- 
ment (at Strasbourg)," Wallace 
said. 
"But knowledge that we 


obviously are setting oat to 
make loans in the Near East for 
the political purpose of stopping 
Russian expansion caused coun- 
tries like Franco Spain and 
Feron Argentina to say 'now 
we have the United States on 
the side we believe in.' 


"So also in France, undoubtedly, 


certain forces there believe that 
now the United States is strengthen- 
ing their hand." 


To counteract the pattern that 


he said might lead to war, Wallace 
asserted "We must make it clear 
that American power is being used 
to increase the productivity of the 
common man in peace all over the 
world, instead of being used to di- 
vide the world into two warring 
camps."

treting his standing in the com- 
munity . 


Wenlzel. his face flushed, ap- 


parently i>elf-conscious, then was 
called as a witness and sworn in. 
Although evidencing almost extreme 
nervousness, he spoke in a loud 
clear voice. 


After relating his personal back- 


ground, that he had been married 
for 11 years, that he had one child, 
a daughter, and that he worked. lor 
the Doehler-Jarvis company for 18 
years, he bettan a narration of his 
friendship with Mrs. Green. 


They first met, he said, in the 


Doehler cafeteria approximately two 
years ago when they happened to 
sit together at noontime one day. 
Their acquaintanceship grew, he 
went on, and he finally asked to 
date her. 


On their first date, Wentzel met 


her in a bar in Pottstown and they 
went to another bar in Reading. 


He continued to date her more 


and more frequently, he testified, 
until they had steady dates three 


Kimes a week and often four. 


By joining numerous organiza- 


""" tions, and by taking puffin 


civic affairs, he provided him- 
self with enough excuses to leave 
bi= wife at niqrht. he said. He 
would meet Mrs. Green after the 
meetings and they would go out. 


Wentzel related how, following a 


date in mid-November of 1946. they 
returned to Mrs. Green's apartment 
and found that a prowler had 
climbed in through the bathroom 
window leaving footprints in the 
bathtub. He said that he proceeded 
to lock every window in the apart- 
ment except the one in the bed- 
room. 


"I didn't want to be seen stand- 


ing in front of the bedroom window," 
he explained, "so perhaps I didn't 
try too hard to close it." 


Only the bathroom towels, and 


nothing else, to his knowledge, were 
missing, he went on. 


Then Wentzel proceeded to tell of 


the last three dates he had with Mrs. 
Green 


On Dec. 2, when they were sup- 


posed to have quarreled, he ex- 
plained that he had made the date 
on' the preceding Friday. At that 
time he had arranged to meet Mrs. 
Green after the Elks' meeting, he 
told the jury. 
In the meantime, he weui on to 


say, he accepted an invitation to 
go hunting, expecting to be back 
in time to keep his date. On the 
trip home, however, the car broke 
down ancLhe stopped in Reading. 


He had previously "made some 


sort of temporary arrangement" 
with E d w i n Hartenstine, a 
friend who accompanied him on 


>t donble dates with Mrs. Green 
> 


and Rose Kohler, to meet him 
in Reading. 


"There was no quarrel," he 


added. "Miriam merely asked why 
I wasn't at the Elks and why I 
hadn't let her know about the 
hunting trip. 


"The only way I could have, done 


that was to call her mother in 
Mohnton and leave a message," he 
said. "And," he added in a low 
voice. "I suppose I should have 
done that." 


Wentzel then told about the date 


the following night when the two 
couples went to Philadelphia. He 
said that they met at Mrs. Green's 
apartment, and that he and Har- 
tenstine each had a drink from a 
bottle of whisky there. 


He/ examined a bottle of whisky 


taken from the murdered; woman's 
apartment and on 'which one of his 
fingerprints had been discovered. 
It was the same brand of whisky 
that they drank, he stated, and 
may have been the same bottle. 


"The last date they had was on 
Wednesday, he said, when he 
called for her 
following 
an 


American Business club meet- 
ing. He told the jury that he 
drove down Chestnut street, gave 
their signal—three toots of his 
horn — and met her in Lesher 
alley. They then drove to Read- 
tog for a few drinks, he said. 
l|je following day he left on a 


hunting trip to a lodge in Potter 
^county, he continued, and he did 


return until 2:30 o'clock Sunday 


lorning. 
After relating what happened on 


the trip, .and that 12 other men were 
present, he outlined his actions on 
Sunday, Dec. 8. 


He covered almost every minute 


o* the day up until 11 o'clock Sun- 
day night, including his conversa- 
tion with Hartenstine about a date 
for the following Wednesday. 


He testified that the last arrange- 


ments he made with Mrs. Green 
were that he was to meet her train 
from Reading. She was supposed to 
call him Sunday night, at the Elks'" 
to let him know on which train she 
would arrive 


He did not get that call, he said, 


and went to her apartment. He 
opened the door with his key and 
•went in. When he turned on the i 
light, he saw her body on the bed.: 
and walked into the bedroom. 
i 


"I saw her face, and that was 


about all I saw." he declared. 
"It looked as though she had 
been beaten." 


"I said, 'Oh my God'," he went 


oa 


Wentzel then told how he turned 


and ran, switching off the lights, 
and pulling the door shut. 


He tried to describe his feelings 


to the jury, but could hardly find 
words to fit them. 
He said he 


thought of his liking for Mrs. Green, 
the scandal which would result, his 
wife's feelings when she found out, 
the knowledge that he was doing 
wrong, and many other things. They 
were all mixed up in his mind, he 
said. 


He testified that he *id not touch 


the body and.that he went into the 
bedroom and into the 
bedroom 


only. 


Testifying 
to his actions that 


night and on Monday, Wentzel said 
he went right home 
He talked to 


his wife about bowling at the Elks 
and .lid not mention that he found 
the body. He was ht5me at 11:15 
o'clock, he saidt because he saw the 


He also told his wife the time. She 
commented on the fact that he was 
home so early. 


On Monday morning, his wife 


drove him to work, he testified, 
and he could not work because 
of nervousness. 
At this time, 


he told his brother, Ralph, that 
he had found Mrs. Green's body. 
He said that his mother told 
him he should have gone to the 
police. 


When he couldn't work, he 


called his wife and asked her to 
pick him up at noon. 


"What's the matter?" she asked 


when she arrived. 


"I want to tenl you something," 


he replied. 


"What is It?" she said. 
"Wait until we get home," he 


answered. 


He said further that he finally 


told his wife of his relationship 
with Mrs. Green, of the finding 
of her body, ard of his relations 
with other women. 


"She said things that would hurt," 


he said, in describing her reac- 
tions. 


After confessing to his wife, he 


said that he went back to work. 


Deviating from the course of his 


testimony, Wentzel stated he wanted 
it known that it was at this time 
that he disposed of his key to the 
apartment. 
He said'he threw it 


into the Schuylkill on his way back 
to wofkT 


He then told of a phone call 


from Harold C. Buckwalter, service 
station owner, who asked him to 
stop and see him. 
He did so, he 


said, and Buckwalter told him Mrs. 
Greetrtiad been murdered. 


"I was surprised," Wentzel 


assrrted, "because although I 
knew she was dead, I didn't 
think she had been murdered." 


George Bennett, a county de- 


tective, picked him up at the Elks' 
club and took him to Chief of 
Police James A. Laughead's office 
in the borough hall, Wentzel went 
on. 


"They told me I was on the spot/' 


he declared. 


After asking him questions, they 


took his first statement, he con- 
tinued. 


When asked why he oiade a false 


statement at this time, Wentzel 
said that he was scared and wanted 
to protect himself from the un- 
pleasant results that would have 
followed if he told the truth. 


"I felt that with all the facili- 


ties at their command, they 
would have the real murderer 
very soon," he stated. 


Wentzel testified that he was 


not allowed to see his lawyer Wil- 
liam A. •ODonnell Jr., whom his 
wife and family had engaged for 
him. 


"They were very kind to me," 


he said sarcastically. 
"They put 


me in the cellar. I had a hard 
bunk and no blankets. They finally 
called my wife and she-brought two 
blankets for me." 


The next day, he related, they 


took him up to Chief Laughead's 
office again ^and left him there 
alone all day.' The only food he re- 
ceived was a hamburger which he 
could not eat because it had onions 
on it, he testified. 


"I don't eat onions." he said. 
During the day. Assistant Dis- 


trict Attorney Scirica came to get 
him to sign the first statement and 
scraped his nails, he continued. 


That evening, he told the court, 


he was permitted to see his wife. 
After he had seen her, he made 
another statement. 


As they were taking away the 


notes, he called them back and 
made a. third statement to cor- 
rect several falsehoods. He said 
he refused to sign the first state- 
ment taken this day until he 
could write on it that he had 
corrected it in another state* 
! 
ment. 
i 


Late this night, about 2 or 2:30 j 


o'clock in the morning, he testified i 


that he was taken to jail in Norris- 
town. 


He said that he saw District At- 


torney Frederick B. Smlllie the next 
day and told him that he did not 
touch the bed in Mrs. Green's 
apartment. 
He also told him of 


telling his brother of finding the 
body. 


Smlllie, he remarked, told him he 


wat co-operating beautifully and 
that he did not need a lawyer. 


Later in the day, he said, the 


district attorney took him home. 


"Even if you were guilty you

As they drew up to his house, 


Wentzel related, Smillie asked him 
if he had ever seen George Green 
strike Mrs. Green. 
He told the 


court that he answered "Yes" in 
front of Smillie and some county 
detectives. 


He also asserted -that Smillie 


•teiert to force his wife to adm& 
that he struck her, but that she 
denied any such charge. 


"It wouldn't do him any good 


if he did," he quoted her as saying. 


Smillie, according to 
Wentzel, 


then went through the house and 
took his clothes, his wife's scarves, 
the cleats from his golf shoes, a 
small hammer, all the screwdrivers 
from his car, and some pages of 
"party jokes."

The jury filed out silently.

Judge Corson pointed out that 


it was necessary that a verdict of 
first degree murder be brought in. 
He said that it was up to the prose- 
cution to build up its case from sec- 
ond degree murder. A malicious 
murder took place, he said, and it 
is up to you to work down from sec- 
ond degree murder to acquit your 
client. 
"I stffl don't believe the Common- 


wealth has presented enough" evi- 
dence," Rosenberry insisted. 


Showing the points in favor of the 


prosecution, Judge Corson said the 
Commonwealth has placed -Wentsel 
at the scene of the crime at 11 
o'clock Sunday night.

to the door?

ICC Reports Train 
Topped Speed Limit 


WASHINGTON. April 9 (/!')—The 


Pennsylvania railroad's Red Arrow 
appeared to have been travelling at 
twice Us authorized speed when It 
plumred over an embankment not 
far from Horseshoe curve and car- 
ried 24 persons to death and in- 
jured 138 others, the Interstate Com- 
merce commission reported today. 


The accident, in the pre-dawn 


hours of Feb. 18, occurred on a 
downgrade curve where, the com- 
mission's investigation showed, the 
maximum authorized speed was be- 
tween 30 and 35 miles an hour. 


The commission estimated that 


the train was going In excess of 65 
miles an hour when the two locomo- 
tives left the tracks and 10 of the 
15 cars were derailed. Several of the 
cars were tossed on their sides along 
the deep embankment.

BERLIN. April 9 UP}— The four 


Allied powers -opened a city- wide 
roundup of criminal elements and 
Allied Army deserters in Berlin to- 
night as part of a plan to combat 
the city's high crime rate. 


In announcing the operation Maj. 


Gen. Frank A. Keating, deputy TJ. S. 
military governor, said the 5000 
members of the German police force 
were taking part in the roundup — 
the first of its kind in Berlin. 


Each power will confine its activi- 


ties to its own sector, and sector 
boundaries are being closely watch- 
ed. Soldiers have been instructed 
to remain in their own sectors. 
Otherwise* Keating said, they will 
run the risk of being picked up. The 
operation began at 2 p. m. (Potts- 
town time). Sporadic raids will be 
earned out for the next 24 hours.

Dennis disobeyed^ a committee 


order to appear for a hearing.

1. Voted to cit'e him for con- 


tempt of Congress 
Tae House it- 


self has to approve, then the case 
oes to a U. S. district attorney 
and a Grand jury. The maximum 
punishment upon conviction is a 
$1000 fine and a year m jail. 


2. Voted to ask the Justice de- 


partment to prosecute Dennis for 
"conspiracy to commit contempt," 
for which the top penalty is $10,000 
fine and two years in prison. 


3. Heard committee investigator 


Louis J. Russell, an FBI agent for' 
12 years, testify that Dennis had a 
police record. 


In addition, the committee agreed 


to ask the Justice department to 
prosecute Gerhart Eisler and Leon 
Josephson, both of New York, for 
conspiracy to commit contempt. 


The committee has called Eisler 


the "supreme" Communist authority 
In America. It has received testi- 
mony linking Josephson to Soviet

United States uses a tremendous 
amount of minerals and they must 
be conserved if our way of living is 
to be maintained. Yet two-thirds of 
all the petroleum that gushes from 
the earth is wasted. In 1941 we 
were using steel at the rate of 1000 
pounds per person. Land that has 
been strip mined for coal is ruined; 
nothing will grow there for from 
10 to 15 years. Technology is the 
secret to the conservation of our 
minerals, we must discover new 
ways of finding mining and pro- 
cessing our mineral wealth so as 
not to waste too much. 


"Erosion of the land is an ap- 


palling waste. It takes 50 feet of 
limestone rock to form one foot of 
soil — 9000 years are needed to 
weather one foot of soil. Soil that 
is washed away by each ram or 
flood. The soil habits of the people 
of the Eastern United States are 
encouraging in desert conditions. 


"By cutting down our forests we 


have destroyed our water sheds, 
this condition encourages floods 
which increase soil erosion. How- 
ever this lack of foresight can be 
corrected by reforestation. Because 
of the rapid use of our timber dur- 
ing the war forestry should be good 
busffless-for the next- ten years. A 
certain number of acres planted in 
trees can be -as profitable as a farm 
of the same size if properly man- 
aged. 


"Governor Duff has said, "Our 


number one health problem is to 
clean our streams." 
Besides the 


pollution of our streams is lulling 
thousands of stream fish. It is 
necessary for the State to main- 
tain 10 fish hatcheries to preserve 
our game fish because 99 percent 
of all the spawning grounds in 
Pennsylvania have been destroyed. 
Also the streams no longer have 
sufficient food to feed a large num- 
ber of fish." 


Miss Cochran also discussd briefly 


the protection of song birds, small 
game, and wild flowers. 


In conclusion she said, "It is 


necessary to repair the damage 
done by man unless we are to 
denude ourselves of all our natural 
wealth." 
Miss Cochran suggested 


the pledge "I give my pledge, as 
an American, to save and faith- 
fully defend from waste the natural 
resources of my country.''

Red light Warns 
Motorists Hearing 
The Natural Bridge 


NATURAL BREDOBO V*., April 


»(*>) — Motorists speeding North 
over route 11 through Virginia's 
Shenandoah Valley suddenly find 
themselves confronted by a red 
traffic light. It is an unusual light 
— there is no highway intersection 
anywhere near, and the scene Is 
entirely rural. 
' 


The light warns of the Approach 


to the 90-foot span of the Natural 
Bridge of Virginia across a .215- 
foot gorge. The highway at the 
point twists sharply on a steep 
downgrade just before crossing the 
natural; span. It was—and still is 
—dangerous. 


Highway department planning en- 


gineers, who erected the light two 
years ago after a series of se- 
rious accidents, say the result has 
been "highly satisfactory" — no 
smashups at a place where there 
had been 28 in 10 years, killing 12 
and injuring 53. 
N 


If the motorist approaches the 


light at a speed greater than 25 
miles per hour it flashes red. And 
the light won't turn green until 
he slows down. 
If the motorist 


doesn'it- slow down .he will have 
to stop at the red, but when he 
does the light flashes green. It is 
controlled 
by a complicated se- 


quence of electronics, rigged with 
underground wires to a detector 
arm imbedded in the highway 280 
feet from the light.

Work of FBI Agents 
Explained lo Lions 


Activities of the FBI were out- 


lined by John Waldman, of the 
Philadelphia office, at a meeting 
of Royersford Lions club last night. 


Unusual interest was attached to 


the talk by the G-man, who told of 
the vast amount of work accom- 
plished by the Government agents, 
particularly during the war. 


After explaining that the FBI 


investigates principally Federal 
violations, including espionage, 
sabotage and subversive activi- 
ties, he added they aid local au- 
thorities in analyzing and test- 
ing evidence, as was shown dor- 
ing the analysis of evidence in 
the Miriam Green murder case. 


He 'explained the FBI was 


started in 1908, but it was not until 
1924 that J. Edgar Hoover was given 
almost unlimited power. The FBI 
did not come into actual prominence 
until 1933, during the kidnaping of 
the Lindbergh baby, he said. 


Over a lone period, he maintained 


that out of 274 investigations there 
remained only two unsolved cases, 
to show the thoroughness of their 
work. 


Referring to the marked increase 


to crime since the end of the war. 
Waldman declared this was not due 
to the return of the GFs from war 
He attributed the crime wave to the 
breaking up of homes during the 
war and after the war. and the re- 
sultant wave of juvenile delinquency. 


The personnel of the FBI, he ex- 


plained, was 600 before the war. in- 
creased to 5000 during the war and 
droned back to 3000 since the end 
of t» conflict.
